Claims 9-28 are allowed over the prior art.

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a microdialysis 
probe having a first tube, a distal end portion of a membrane mounted over an exterior 
surface of the first tube, a position indicating object inserted into the distal end of the 
first tube, and a space defined by and located between an exterior of the first tube and 
an interior surface of the membrane, as well as two additional tubes located in a 
proximal end piece and forming an inlet and an outlet from the probe for perfusion liquid 
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to pass in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
